Claims 1-2, 4-5, and 19-24 are allowed over the prior art for the reasons of 
record. Moreover, the most relevant prior art Chopin US 6740312 does not teach or 
suggest a titanium oxide with a specific surface area of 327 to 500 m A 2/g and a 
spherical shape with the ratio of the minor axis to the major axis being at least 0.75 as 
evidenced by the affidavit filed by the applicant on 10/28/09.
